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It will cost the village of Antioch an 
estimated $19,430.00 to conduct the 
business of municipal government dur r 
ing the present fiscal year ending next 
April 30, according to the annual bud- 
get approved by the village council 
Tuesday night. The annual appropri- 
ation ordinance is published in the 
News ttfday. 

While the general fund for this 
year's anticipated expenditures was 
Wen a $1,550 boost from $3,350.00 for 
1939 to $4,900.00 for the current year, 
the increase in this department is more 
than offset by trimming the budget 
in some of the other departments. 
The total appropriations for this year 
arc $250.00 less than last year s budget 
which was set at $19,680.00. 

Besides the general fund, other de- 
partments receiving increased appro- 
priations for the year were: Fire de- 
partment, $2150, which is $250 over the 
1939 budget; lighting, increased to 
$1,900.00, $200.00 over the 1939 figure; 
while decreases were shown as fol- 
lows: sewer and water, $850.00; streets 
and alleys, $1,100.00; and contingent 
fund was $300.00 less than last year. 
The police department and bond and 
interest funds were set the same as 
last year at $1,350.00 for police and 
$1,400.00 for payment of bonds 
interest.

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The Enemies Within the Gates 

Events in Europe have underlined and emphasized 
the urqent need for improving and expanding our na- 
tional defenses, and making sure that the United States, 
ics shores and its traditional ways of life, are rendered 

secure. ( 

To do this effectively, our military experts are ot 
course studying very closely the methods of the "tota 
war" that has overrun so many helpless countries abroad 
—the modern form of war that, as one observer has com- 
mented, is fought "with the morals ^of the cave and the 
weapons of an exquisite civilization." 

You need to know the danger that faces your coun- 
try before you can guard against it successfully. 

But there is one further step. The manner m which 
Norway and Poland and Belgium have been brought to 
their knees was not exclusively based upon military 
power. Before a blow was struck, security was under- 
mined from within. The advice of Goethe— "Divide 
and command"— was heeded with telling and destruc- 
tive effect. The "fifth column" of traitors and import- 
ed agents did their destructive work before war even 
began. 

The danger that these tactics will be repeated here 
also faces our own land. It is not enough to have 
military preparedness; we must also establish internal 
unity, internal security. 

To achieve this aim, certain principles need to be 
kept in mind: 

1. We must guard — not in a mood of hysteria, 
but through sound common sense — against the mis- 
guided groups and individuals in our own country who 
6o not believe in private enterprise, and would sacrifice 
it for some other way of life. It is they who, by word 
or deed, would fill the role of "fifth columnists" in 
America if the opportunity were ever offered. 

2. VTc must not let the erroneous thinking of a 
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second group to muddle our thoughts on preparedness.' 
This group- docs not recognize the inseparability of our 
various freedoms — freedom of speech, a government of 
representative democracy, and a business system of pri- 
vate enterprise — and its failure to appreciate this im- 
portant truth is likely to be actually as dangerous as 
the attitude of the deliberate enemies of our way of 
life. . 

3. We need, at a time when industrial efficiency 
is so vital to national defense, to guard against attempts 
to cripple and hobble our manufacturing enterprises. 
The LaFoIlctte bill recently introduced in Congress, a 
piece of legislation that would prevent manufacturers 
from guarding effectively against sabotage and subver- 
sive activities within America's plants, is a dangerous 
example of this tyne. 

\V/ith these principles in mind, and with the cour- 
ageous maintenance of national unity and individual 
patriotism, America can guard against the "enemies 
within the gates." Without this stand, America invites 
disaster!

Spaghetti Conscious 

Many of the men and women who work for the 
Federal government arc engaged in the well-known 
work that is commonly called "publicity." No one 
could possibly quarrel with the necessity for dissemin- 
ating useful information concerning the activities of 
government, and a lot of that is included. But, on the 
other hand, ridiculous examples arc forever coming, to 
light, examples in which the taxpayers* money is heed- 
lessly wasted. 

' One such example bobbed up to the surface recent- 
ly in a report by the Federal Trade Commission. The 
gist of its pronouncement is as follows: "The Federal 
Trade Commission has ruled that the length of maca- 
roni or spaghetti is in no way indicative of its quality. 

"The Commission finds that . . . genuine macaroni 
and spaghetti arc made in both long and short lengths, 
and that macaroni and spaghetti of the finest quality 
are. in some instances first made in long lengths and 
thereafter cut into short lengths. . . ." 

This, as one Congressman comments, is "epical 
as well as epochal." How comforting — how very com- 
forting — it is to all of us to know that our govern- 
ment is always on its toes, watching out for those per- 
fidious individuals who would discriminate against spa- 
ghetti on the basis of its length!

Work was begun last week on what 
will be Illinois* greatest marine park 
— Chain-O-Lakcs, in Lake ccAinty, the 
state park department announces. The 
park, acquired in 1935, contains large 
areas of open water which are ideal 
for fishing and swimming, as well as 
marsh areas abounding in plant and 
animal life. 

Nine Illinois state parks now have 
campgrounds. The finest of these is 
at Mississippi Palisades State park in 
Carroll county. Camping areas are 
also provided at Apple River canyon, 
the Illinois-Michigan Canal parkway 
extending from Lockport to LaSalle, 
Cavc-in-Rock, Fort Massac, Giant 
City, Illini, Perc Marquette, and 
Starved Rock. A camping area also 
was recently set aside at Fox Ridge 
State park in Coles county. 

Record-breaking numbers of visitors 
at all Illinois State parks arc forecast 
for this summer by George H, Lukcr, 
state superintendent of parks and Me- 
morials. Attendance o"n Memorial Day 
exceeded expectations everywhere de- 
spite threatening weather in some sec- 
tions. 

The number of out-of-state visitors is 
already unusually large, Lukcr reports, 
and indications arc that Illinois will 
entertain more tourists this year than 
ever before. Studies made in other 
years have shown that 40 per cent of 
the automobiles entering State parks 
during the vacation season come from 
other states.
